believe it nor, but judge it 11 every appearance, it is the lea- 
ven of the Pharifees, which cannever enter ( but ſhuts up ) 
the Kinsdome of God, with all its Righteouſneſs Compre- 
henfion and Profeſſion, This ſpiric is withour the vail, and 
cannot ſee the end of thoſe things which God will aboliſh, 
being ſhur out of the Holteſt of All, in'which the ſecrers, and 
wonderful works of God, are manifeſt to-them thar fear him;

:ience of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and in due time and ſeaſon, 
21110 'he feeling of ihe Leadings of the Seed of God in your 
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ſelves. . 
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ſelfes, And for the Seeds ſake, and the Lords ſake, (who 
fearcheth your hearts) and welt tor che raiſing of ic up, 11 all 
you: Familyes, that it may be Head and Ruler, in and among 


-ycuall; that che bleſſings of the Lord Cod may be upon yer, 
and his p;ef nee may blets your Familyes, that ye may be 4 


bleſſing and refreibment one to ano'her,ind be refrethed cn2 
in aro: her, even in the Love and Life of God, which is but 
ore inall, And ule not with rigor, for that ſavenrs of the 
Lind of datknetſe : Nor ina w:ong D51 inten, in conceired- 
neſs, (el{-willedneſs, or in animpactent Þ:ittle ſpicic, but in 
the Wiſdom of God,which is firſt pure,then gentle and peace- 
ablz ; in his ſear and dread, and in love and meeEneſs, and in 
upriehtneſs of heart and mind, as in Gods fighr, doing all 
things as untohim, (who ſeeth 1# ſecret, ard will reward openly); 
Fot the Seed is ſoon oppreſled, and the evil is ſoon (rength- 
ned, by a wrong Government, out of the true Wiſdoty, in 
the wing Autho:ity ; and it will cry to Ged in Servants and 
Children, when it is 9: teved and oppreſled,and Cod will heac 
it ; and jt will wi:neſſe againſt ſuch Parents, Maſters, Rulers, 
or Governours, as do not anſwer it in the Wiſdom and Love 
of Gcd, in their Ruling,and Governing, Reprovirg,or Corre- 
Civg 3 for it is theeven Ballance that will ler them ſee and 
feel, (as well as you) when the weight 18 thorr, or when it ex- 
ceeds in all your wo:ds, a&tions, and carriages ; and then the 
evil being preſent,it will take advantage thereby, and an hard- 
neſs and Rubbornneſs will enereaſe, in and among chem,and

Therefore great is your Charge (who are Maſters, Parents,

God can & wil do what he pleaſe with his own; And many that 
ave firſt, ſhall be laſt, and the laſt ſhall be firt (as it is written). 
Therefore bleſſed is the man or woman that dwels inthe ſenſe 
of Gods mercies, and their own nothingneſs , inability and 
weakneſs; For this ſhuts out the Phariſee, that would ſhut up 
the Kingdome, which will not enter it ſelf, nor ſuffer that 
which would.

and Name ſake, and for his Truth and the ſouls of People 
zke, which are greatly oppreſſed, grizved and vexed, by a 
Wron2 Government among C hild; en, Servan's, Peop XR and 
Nat ;ons, And let none be ſecure 0: careJzſs, wi tout the 
ſeeling of the pure preſence 0: God, leading and guiding 
tem 1n wiſdom, love, and peace, which kteps the Heart in] 
Aﬀe&ions 
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Afﬀe&tons alive,unto the Lord God of Truth(who'e Throne is 
Heaven) and dead to the Earth, dead to the wo:ld, and the 
things of it ; for who comes to be carelelſe, and at eaſe in the 
fleth, little regarding thoſe things bzfore men:15ned (even 
Gods nime and Seed in themſelves, and others) are badex- 
amples to ſuch, who are young, fimple, and render, and fium- 
bling blocks to ſuch as are to be gathered, in this day of Gods

Teſtimony wich they hold, till the Spirit of life from God 
iſe inthe Cen'ciences of mgodly and wicked men, to plead 


his own Cauſe with them, You, 1 ſay, who are of that fpirir, - 


of ſeliſaving, you have, and thall have your reward as the 


Pha lees ; had, as ihe mixt mul.tude had, and as themurmure -

never knew them, Oh ! that this fearful day and ſentence may
